Family o f Dr. Carl Weiss Unable 
to Ex plain Why He Fired Sho t 
That Killed the Sen­ 
ato r.

United States Senato r Huey P. 
Lo ng, kno wn the wo rld o v er as 
the dictato r o f his nativ e Lo uisi­ 
ana, died to day o f a wo und in­ 
flicted by an assassin. 
Phy sicians battled fo r 31 ho urs 
to sav e the po litical chieftan’s 
life. They perfo rmed o ne o per­ 
atio n, 
fiv e blo o d 
transfusio ns 
and administered artificial o x y ­ 
gen to no av ail. Death came at 
4 :06 a. m., central standard time. 
The wido w, who married him 
2 2 y ears ago after her alibi tes­ 
timo ny sav ed him fro m charges 
in a sho o ting scrape, was led 
dry -ey ed fro m Our Lady o f the 
Lake ho spital. She had been at 
the bedside in co nstant v igil 
since Sunday night. 
A “ gunsho t wo und in the ab­ 
do men” was o fficially giv en as 
the cause o f the senato r’s death 
by Dr. E. L. Sanderso n, who said 
there were “ no t necessarily ” any 
co mplicatio ns. 
Dr. G. S. Lo ng, a bro ther o f 
the senato r, was quo ted as say ­ 
ing, ho wev er, that the bullet 
which entered the right side, 
puncturing the co lo n in two 
places, also penetrated the kid­ 
ney . The senato r was 4 2 y ears 
o ld. 
The gunsho t wo und was in­ 
flicted by Dr. Carl A. Weiss, kins­ 
man o f a Lo ng po litical enemy , 
in the co rrido r o f the Lo uisiana 
state capito l at 9 :2 0 p. m., Sun­ 
day night. 
Ev en befo re his death, there 
were demands fo r a full inv esti­ 
gatio n o f the fatal sho o ting. In 
Washingto n, Representativ e Fen- 
erty (R., Pa.) declared: 
“ The co ngressio nal co mmittee 
which is abo ut to inv estigate 
Senato r Lo ng’s activ ities in Lo u­ 
isiana might also inv estigate who 
it was who instigated his at­ 
tempted murder.” 
The senato r had just stepped 
fro m the ho use chamber after 
pushing to ward co mpletio n a 
number o f special sessio n acts 
aimed at the federal administra­ 
tio n, and to ward co nso lidating 
his already almo st unbeliev able 
perso nal co ntro l o f the state’s 
affairs. 
Dr. Weiss, a 3 0-y ear-o ld ey e, 
ear, no se and thro at specialist, 
pressed a gun into the senato r’s 
sto mach and fired. His arm was 
deflected befo re he co uld fire a 
seco nd sho t and Lo ng’s bo dy 
guardsmen, state highway po lice­ 
men, killed him o n the spo t with 
a fusillade o f nearly six ty bul­ 
lets. Dr. Weiss was buried y es­ 
terday .

This amount of money, equal to 
approximately eight million doll­ 
ars per day during this

Every person planning to take 
out an insurance policy was 
urged by the insurance commis­ 
sioner to be sure that the insur­ 
ance agent and 
the 
company 
were both licensed by the state, 
for only then can the public be 
assured the 
protection of 
the 
laws designed for the benefit of 
the public. 
Insurance in all its forms was 
characterized as the most im­ 
portant single industry in thè 
state and in the nation. Sixty- 
five million persons in the Unit­ 
ed States are policy-holders, and 
Indiana ranks tenth among the j 
states in amount of insurance in 
force. Last year, according to fig­ 
ures compiled by tne insurance 
commission of Idiana, 
$72,400- 
COO was paid to Indiana policy­ 
holders during 
19 34, of which 
amount approximately $64,000 
was paid to residents of Rush­ 
ville. 
Due to elimination of fire haz­ 
ards, the fire insurance rate has 
been reduced during thirty years 
about forty per cent, from a rate 
of $1.15 per hundred in 1903 to 
seventy cents in 19 34.

The history of the insurance 
business in Indiana was reviewed 
from the year 1829 , when the 
first insurance 
company 
was 
given a r>;ant by the state legis­ 
lature, till the present time, 
when, due to recodification of 
many laws, the state has insur­ 
ance protection second to none 
among the other states.

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SOMETHING GOES HAYWIRE 
Way ne Co y , state WPA directo r, demands that 
Indiana to wnship tru stees o btain thro u gh addi­ 
tio nal lev ies in their 1936 bu dgets, “free and 
av ailable” fu nds fo r po o r relief. This demand-is 
seemingly in direct co ntradictio n to President 
Ro o sev elt’s pro mise to cu t po o r relief co sts to a 
minimu m by pu tting ev ery able bo died indigent 
to wo rk. 
The co st o f direct po o r relief, already esti­ 
mated at $12,000,000 a y ear will be increased by 
millio ns o f do llars if tru stees heed Co y ’s demands. 
Fo r ex ample, in o ne to wnship alo ne the po o r re­ 
lief tax rate, if Co y ’s demand is met wo u ld ju mp 
fro m 46 cents to 83 cents. 
Mr. Co y ’s demand fo r “free and av ailable” po o r 
relief fu nds was made pu blic o nly two day s after 
Charles W. Legeman, First District WPA directo r, 
to ld St. Jo seph Co u nty tru stees that the Federal 
wo rk campaign will eliminate 8 0% o f po o r relief 
co sts fo r the lo cal tax pay ers. 
If, in the face o f this statement, Co y still anti­ 
cipates v ast increases in po o r relief co sts, then, 
in the o pinio n o f many tax pay ers, there can be 
bu t o ne lo gical ex planatio n. Mr. Co y , apparently , 
do es no t believ e that the President o f the United 
States will keep his wo rd. 
If Co y is su ccessfu l in his plan o f indu cing tru s­ 
tees to impo se the entire bu rden o f po o r relief 
u po n lo cal tax pay ers, there will, apparently , be 
no necessity fo r carry ing o u t the President’s o r­ 
ders. This means that ho me, farm and pro perty 
o wners will hav e to pay increased Federal tax es 
to su ppo rt WPA pro jects and at the same time 
v astly higher lo cal tax es fo r po o r relief. Then, 
if the tru stees do su pply all the “free and av ail­ 
able” fu nds Mr. Co y demands, the President may 
decide that no WPA mo ney is needed in Indiana. 
Ho me and farm o wners will then hav e sacrificed 
their su stenance to su ppo rt indigents in so me 
o ther state. 
These citizens already pay mo re than half 
the co st o f go v ernment and o btain bu t 10% o f 
Indiana’s inco me. They hav e ample right to de­ 
mand that their tru stees refu se to impo se addi­ 
tio nal millio ns in tax es u po n them simply be­ 
cau se Mr. Co y seemingly has no co nfidence in the 
wo rd o f the President o f the United States.
